Contract Purchasers came to Baltimore County Zoning Qffice in
Jannary, 1986, to check the regulations on setbacks for the
subject property. A Zoning Associate informed Contract
Pur~hasers that the setbacks for this lot and area in question
were 10-foot side setbacks and a 25-foot front setback.

Contract Purchasers chose plans for a 63-foot rancher for the
subject lot, relying on the information obtained from the
Zoning Cffice.

The lot is to be subdivided from a gross tract (not part of
an overall subdivision c¢f the entire tract), but Contract
Jurchacers have been informed that a 30-foot side-yard sethack

will be applied in this instance.

The Contract Purchasers obtained the services of a surveyor

to survey the property. This is where the Contract Purchasers

learned of the subdivision law that requires a building to be
30 feet from the tract line.

The 1ot width is 89.5 feet. If Contract Purchasers are required

to allow for a 30-foot setback on the tract line side of the
lot, that would oply leave 595 feet for the house.
